(lays after he took tho oath of office. 
It met In pursuance of this proclama- 
tion at noon, March 15. Tho 
special 


'inossago transmitted by him to both 
houses on the opening day was brief. 
It explained the deficiency In the reve- 
nues, reviewed tho bond Issues of the 
last administration andj urged 
con- 
gress promptly to correct the then ex- 
isting conditions by passing a tariff 
bill that would suppjy ample revenues 
for tho support of tbo government In 
tho Itquilation ot tho public debt. 
No 
other subject of legislation was men- 
tioned In tho message, and the tariff 
bill has been tho all-absorbing feature 
of the session." 
The Sun of that day performed the 
remarkable feat of 
publishing 
the 


entire Dingley bill, In two and a hall 
pages in which the schedules • were 
given in parallel columns with those 
of tho Wilson act of. 1804 and the Mc- 
Klnley law ot 1800. In that case it 
took congress four months .to pass a 
new tariff law but under the Harding 
administration it has taken «ver two 
years and the bill Is still under heated 
discussion with no Indication as to 
when It will be enacted. William Mo- 
Klnley was elected In 1896 because o£ 
his high tariff views and dri the slogan 
of "tho full dinner pail-" 
Death of Rev, Dr, Dana 


Following from the old Sun will re- 
call pleasant memories of a clergyman 
who was once quite popular In Lowell: 


"Rev. Dr. Malcolm McGregor Dana 
died at his homo In Brooklyn yester- 
day.

the present ecclesiastical organization 
tomorrow,

the building was remodelled Inlo its 
prosent architectural ll»es.

The date chosen Cor such a day was 
most appropriate, as It comes just at 
a. time when^the town- is celebrating 
tlio founding of the first church. 


The flrst Congregational parish was 


founder! in 1847 with tha Yellow Meet- 
ing House as its seat and Rev. George 
U".' Adams as 
pastor.
